Judge Sparks ac- 
quiesed and the citizens will be sum­ 
moned to appear in Connersville on 
Monday morning at nine o’clock. 
Judge Gray took this unusual step 
today when a special venire of forty 
talismen was exhausted at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. Wilson was tried for 
the alleged crime of killing his wife, 
and recently the 
jury 
disagreed, 
standing six for six when discharg­ 
ed.

Wilson is a factory employe and 
his wife was found 
dead in 
their 
home one day at noon on the hus­ 
band’s return from the factory. 
He 
said she was alive and well when he 
left at the usual hour in the morning. 
Several days afterwards Wilson was 
arrested after an Indianapolis de­ 
tective had worked on the case. 
All 
the evidence they have against him is 
circumstantial and very few people 
in Fayette county believe him guilty.

hull alone sold for $11,000, which,

country, the highest price being paid 
a few years ago when a stock man in 
New York State paid 
$12,000 for 
one. 
The fancy and valuable stock 
were traveling in a Pullman stock 
car, and were making the trip via 
the passenger train service.

The Rush county Auto club is the 
official organization of the automo­ 
bilists and although there are many 
of the R A C monograms many of 
the owners of automobiles are not 
members. 
The reason 
is 
obvious. 
They are buying so fast the club can 
not initiate the members fast enough. 
“ Rush county surely goes some,” 
said a visitor here the other day. “ I 
had often heard of Rush county’s 
fast horses and I am here to say that 
that is no mean reputation. 
I have 
also heard a thing or two about the 
large 
number of 
automibiles 
you 
have here. 
But actually I 
did 
not 
think there were as many as there 
are. 
Did you say Rushville was go­ 
ing to boom? W ell if it doesn't it 
ought to. 
If the 
citizens 
of 
the 
county are able to buy so many au­ 
tomobiles, this is the place for a lot 
of factories.

If the business man and the tax pay ­ 
er wo uld make it a duty to attend and 
v o te at all municipal electio ns o ur 
cities wo uld be better go v erned, and

Lo uis Jaques Daguerre, who was 
the first man to say , “Lo o k pleasant, 
please,” was 
bo rn 
in 
Co rmelles, 
France, 120 y ears ago . He was also 
the first to hear that time-wo rn witti­ 
cism abo ut “breaking the camera,” 
but histo ry do es no t reco rd whether 
he laughed at it. Certainly no ne hut 
iro n-nerv ed and hy po critical pho to ­ 
graphers hav e do ne so since. 
France was in an upheav al when 
Daguerre was bo m, and his y o uth 
was spent in attempting his parents 
to make bo th ends meet, which is a 
co mmo n o ccupatio n o f insipient geni­ 
uses. 
Arriv ed at manho o d’s estate, 
Daguerre assumed the pro fessio n o f 
a scene painter, in which he early 
wo n reno wn and by his o riginal de­ 
v ices wo n a fo remo st place in the 
art. 
It was while engaged in this pro ­ 
fessio n that he disco v ered a metho d 
o f representing mo o nlight, day and 
night, and changes o f seaso n by a 
pro per illuminatio n o f a large trans­ 
parent canv as painted o n bo th sides. 
These pictures were ex hibited in P ar­ 
is and Lo ndo n and attracted wide at - 
tentio n. 


Meanwhile, as early as 18 14, Ni­ 
cépho re Niepce had made so me ex ­ 
periments in po hto graphy and in 18 2 
he >v as successful in pro ducing so ’ne 
imperfect pictures o n metal, which 
were sho wn befo re the Ro y al Aaead- 
emy . 
Daguerre was ex perimenting 
alo ng the same 
lines and the two 
co mbined 
their reso urces. 
Niepce 
died in 18 33 and the wo rk was car­ 
ried o n by Daguerre alo ne. 
Daguerre persev ered in his great 
pro ject, and success finally cro wned 
his effo rts when ‘ he pro duced the 
metho d wThich has since been called 
the Daguerro ty pe, after the inv ento r. 
These early pictures were but crude 
and imperfect, co mpared with pres­ 
ent day pro cesses o f pho to graphy , 
but they marked the beginning o f 
what has beco me an art within the 
reach o f all. 
Daguerre’s pro cess wa3 ex amined 
and repo rted o n by the French go v ­ 
ernment, and the inv ento r was made 
an o fficer o f the Legio n o f Ho no r, and 
granted an annuity o f 6,000 franks. 
He died near Paris, o n July 10, 
18 51, and a great mo nument has been 
erected by the pho to graphers o f the 
wo rld.

ITS OWN WAY

New Indiana Law. 


BEFORE END OF THREE YEARS

Indianap olis, Ju ne If. — Under the 
op eration of the ten-y ear law for state 
p rison contracts, W arden Reid of the 
p rison ex p ects the institu tion to be 
self-su p p orting before the end of three 
y ears, according to a statem ent giv en 
ou t at the 
gov ernor’s 
office. 
The 
p resent contract of fiv e y ears will 
ex p ire Oct. 1, when new contracts will 
be entered into u nder the new law. 
The p rison au thorities will then re­ 
fu se to accep t any bid which is less 
than 55 cents a day a man emp loy ed 
u nder the contract sy stem. The p res­ 
ent scale of contract wages ru ns from 
20 to 30 cents a day . 
The 
ten-y ear contract 
law 
was 
p assed throu gh the efforts of Gov ernor 
Marshall and W arden Reid. It is held 
that u nder the op erations of the law, 
contractors who u tilize p rison labor 
will be enabled to figu re on wider 
m arkets and longer contracts, and 
can, therefore, p lace their ex p ensiv e 
machinery in the p rison with less lia­ 
bility to lose becau se of short contract, 
and will be able to bid higher on the 
daily wage contract as a resu lt. 
Data collected by the board of state 
charities show that the p er cap ita cost 
of m aintaining the p rison in 19 08 was 
$132.19 , or $0.361 a day for ev ery day 
in the y ear, cr, ap p rox imately , $0.43 a 
working day . 
A large nu mber of the 
p risoners cannot be let ou t to work 
u nder the contract sy stem becau se of 
p hy sical disabilities and becau se many 
of them are u sed abou t the p rison in 
caring for the bu ildings and grou nds. 
The warden, basing his calcu lations 
on the nu m ber of p risoners who can 
be let ou t, and adding to their earn­ 
ings su fficient to keep those not let 
ou t to contract labor, believ es that a 
contract figu re of 55 cents will make 
the institu tion self-su staining.
